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.JOCKEY OBEKTIS RULED OFF 

OWNER H. J. PERRY AND HIS MARE CORUS- 
CATE GO WITH HIM. 



Trainer George Ham Loses His License — American 
Turf Association Directors Say They Are 
Not Yet Through with the Case. 

T.onlsvllle, Ky., Octolier 4. — .Tockey William Ohert. 
H. .1. Perry, and his mare Cornseate. were ruled 
off the turf for all time, and the license of George 
Il.ani, former trainer for George Holle, of Nashville, 
who held the contract on Obert’s services, was re- 
voked l).v the directors of the American Turf Asso- 
ciation this afternoon. 

Nothing was done h.v the directors last night. 
Tliey hold a meeting in the city this morning and 
then adjonrnetl to the track where their decisions 
were annonm'ed tliroiigh Secretary Mc.Mlister late 
in tile a f terms m. 

The directors stated that Obert’s confes.«lon had 
l>een cimtirmed by six wltnes.ses who saw Perry and 
OlK>rt talking. Perry set tip a general denial and 
there his defense endtsl. Ham's connection with 
the affair developed this morning when Oliert said 
lie had pulled a nnmlter of horses at Ham’s instiga- 
tion. Ham was called liefore the directors and 
I'rcsideni Matt .1. Winn asked him: 

‘•Would yon lielleve tin* word of Oiiert ?" 

Ham answered that lie would. This s<*aled Ham's 
fate. 

llegarding Ots*rfs claim that Perry gave him 
$.V¥i at Fourth .\venne and Jefferson Streets, Louis- 
ville. for pulling Coruscate at I.atonla. Ohert pro- 
duced a bank l>ook showing that on his arrival in 
New York, where he claimed that Perry had sent 
him. he had deposited 

Perry when seen today said: “I am the fall guy. 

1 do not think Ohert Is worthy of belief. I know 
rorn.scate was pulled, hut another man had it done. 
1 do not know that man. 1 lost my money because 
of Obert’s criminal handling of Conlacate.” 

Ohert’K contention that he receiviMl $100 at one 
time and $500 on another occasion from Perry at 
his meeting with the latter in I»nisville, as al- 
ready detailed, was circumstanclally corroborated by 
witnesses, despite Perry’s emphatic denial. Two 
witnesses claimed to have seen Ohert approach 
Pcrr.v and talk to him in a low- tone. Perr.v later 
walking lip the street, with' tthert slowly following 
him. .\t least six witnesses were interviewed who 
tcstilicti practically the same, that is to have .seen 
the lioy and the owner in conference on the night 
that Ohert claims to have received the money. 

The investigation is still on. The directors an- 
nottiiced that they had not concluded tlieir probing 
into the affair and that they would take up the 
case again at their pleasure. It is ^their intention 
to go much further Into the matter and if iiossihle 
to locate other parties who are believed to hav" 
lieen concerned in the deal. All the directors of the 
.American Turf Association were present at the 
iticeting with the exception of W. J. O’Brien, of 
t-'hiciigo. The vote to rule the persons off as named 
was nnanimoiis. 

While horsemen were naturally chary alsmt ex- 
pressing views as to the inertts of the official action 
taken, .vet the opinion seemed to be general that 
the case, in all its ramillcations, as broiiglit out at 
the meetings of the directors, was a nasty one that 
should receive a thorough ventilating. It is re- 
garded as certain that some bookmaker must have 
lieen imnlicuted, as, if Obert’s statements are true. 
Perry would hardly give him $600 for pulling a horse 
without he himself reaped material benefit in some 
quarter or another. Many vague rumors have been 
floating around as to other persons implicated, but 
nothing definite has yet been brought to light. 
Enough, however, has been hinted at here and there 
to make it certain that the directors will follow up 
the case in a thorough manner. 

CANADIAN TRACKS HAVE THEIR BEST YEAR. 
/ 

Total Distribution for 114 Days Racing Is $313,850— 

Big Increase Over Records of 1905. 

The four tracks in Canada — Toronto, Hamilton, 
Windsor and Fort Erie — fnrnisbed 114 days of rac- 
ing this year and produced to horsemen in stakes 
and piiraes $313,850 for the 732 racea decided. This 
•hows aa inereasa of twentx-aeven dajs and $04,677 



over 1905. There was no meeting at Windsor in 
the spring of 1905 and there was no meeting at 
Hamilton last fall. Highland Park track in Detroit 
was in operation in the spring of 1905 for twenty- 
six da.vs and carried a distrihntion of $.’>6,080. This 
counted in made 113 days and $285,2.’>3 for the 
Canadian Circuit in 1905, still showing an increase 
of one day and $28,.597. While Highland Park was 
not on Canadian soil, this is a Jnst calculation, for 
with the passing of the old Detroit track, the meet- 
ing at Windsor the past spring was made possible. 
With two meetings at Montreal and the possibility 
of one at Winnipeg the coming year, the Canadian 
tra<‘ks will produce quite nearly if not all of a 
half million dollars to horsemen. Here is a com- 
prehensive tabula tlon of the apportionment of dates, 
races decidetl and money dlstribiitefl at the Cana- 
dian tracks this year: ' 
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Thirty -seven now track records were made during 
the .vear — thirteen at Toronto, eleven at Hamilton, 
seven at Fort F.rie and six at Windsor. E. S. Gard- 
ner’s good threc-ye«r-old, t.'barlle EiSStmMn. by Hrni- 
.var— Brooch, and J. E. Seagram’s four -year-old In- 
ferno. by Havo<‘ — Bon Ino, conceded to he the liest 
liofse bred In Canada in many a year, eiicli hold 
two of the records. The fastest three-quarters ritii 
In the Dominion was 1:11J, twice. Diamond did it 
at Toronto in May and Charlie Eastman duplicated 
it at Fort Erie in August, the latter was undoubt- 
edly tiie better performance, track, weight and age 
considered. The fiistest mile was Sir Kainh’s 1;.19 
at Toronto, in June. Here is a list of the new rec-

JOCKEY B. MILLER IS SEVERELY INJURED. 

Dresden Falls With Him at Louisville— Steeplechase 
a Farce — Russell Is Suspended. 

I.onlsTille, Ky., October 4. — In the second race at 
Chiirahill Downs today Dresden went down shortl.v 
after the .start, the horse being caught in a bad 
jam. The race had sixteen starters and Dresden 
fell in a position where his jockey, B. Miller, had 
to serve as a sort of a hurdle for several of the 
horses. The boy was picked tip tinconscions and 
taken to a near-by stable where a hasty examination 
showed that he had received bad cuts about the 
head and that he had sustained internal injuries. 
He was later removed to one of the city hospitals. 
In the steeplechase, Garic, who rode Town Moor, 
fell after getting over the second obstacle and W. 
McIntyre, who riale Belden la the last race, was 
heavily thrown. Both riders were shaken up but 
were able to walk off the track. 

I’he sreejilechase, which was over the long course, 
was a farce. Sigmund was a strong favorite, with 
New .Vnislcrdam and Dalcsinan having marked sup- 
jiort. Tile running of the latter pair was too hnl 
to tie. true, viewed In any light. Russell, who rode 
New Amsterdam, claimed to have lieen enrrietl out 
of the course going over the fourth jump and that, 
in his effort to pull the liorse up, one of his stirrups 
broke. Dalesman would not take the obstacles prop- 
erly, blundering repeaterlly and finally refused at 
the sixth jump. Russell was suspended for the 
remainder of the meeting for using defective equip- 
ment. It was shown to the satisfaction of the 
Judges that little had been done with Dalesman in 
the way of schooling him lately and his entry in 
future will not be aeeeptetl here. 

Jockey N tool’s ride on Tom Dolan, favorite In the 
fifth race, was severely criticised by the onlookers 
and the judges also thought it a bad one. 'When 
interrogated, Nicol claimed to have met with inter- 
ference during the final stretch drive, and was let 
off with a sharp reprimand. 

“Red” Walker attempted a coup with Petit Due 
In the .second race, backing him from 30 to 1 to 12 
to 1 at post time. The colt barely failed to beat 
out French Nun for the purse. After the race 'when 
an explanation was demanded for the Improvement 
shown. Walker stated the colt had suffered inter- 
ference in his previous effort and that the going 
today was also to bis liking. The judges let the 
matter rest with the explanation. 

For rough riding in the second race jockey Moun- 
tain was fined $25 by the judges. 

Jockey F. Hildebrand was suspended for six days 
by the starter for failure to get away from the 
poet with the remainder of the field in the last 
race. 

DE MUND IS EN ROUTE TO KENTUCKY.

Fonotain- 
blue’s easy vlelory today over the unaccustomed and 
trying journey of a mile In fast time Increasetl the 
general iierplexity that envelop^ the two-year-old 
form of this sea.son. There was general regret over 
the withdrawal of Paumonok before the race which 
Wits intensified by the winner’s hollow victory. 

The prospect of seeing Paitmonok and Foontaln- 
hlne measure strides was the magnet that attracted 
nearly twenty thousand spectators to the old race 
course by tlie sea. The big card of seven race* 
produced was run off promptly, the starting wo* 
gooil; favoiites and sctHiiid choices shared about 
equally In the aftenioon’s successes and the most 
deliglitful Indian summer weather prevailed. 

There was no accident to mar the racing and It 
was a matter of general comment that all of the 
ten starters In the steeplechase finished the coarse 
without one falling. The result of the race, how- 
ever, was not satisfactory to the critics. Garter- 
knot was the best horse at the weights and the 
di.stance and, had he been properly ridden, he 
would in all probability have won. Tumburke per- 
mitted him to make several costly blunders. 

The opening race went to El Dorado, left at the 
post the last time out, and the smart set cashed. 
But they had a scare thrown into them la the last 
few strides of the race.

I have ten horses in training at my stables a few 
miles outside of Newmarket, and I shall not leave 
America imtll I have bought several American 
yearlings and added them to my Newmarket posses- 
sions. I claim to be quite a cosmopolitan in my 
racing establishment, as I have two Australian 
stallions, an American trainer and an Austrian 
jockey, and shall acquire a number of American-bred 
yearlings.”

CAVANAGH TO HAVE ABSOLUTE AUTHORITY. 
George S. Davis Incident Creates a New Order in 
Eastern Betting Rings. 

As aftermath of flie confusion created in t'.ie 
belting ring at iirighton Beach Tuesday Ihrougli 
laxity in the matter of notllh-utlon to IxM/Kiuakcrs 
and bettors that George S. Davi.s had been witii- 
drawn from the third race, comes the aniiouiiec- 
iiient that in future absolute authorlly for the set- 
tling of all disputes will be delegated lo riiigmaslef 
.lohii G. Cavaiiagh. The New York Suu gives this 
detailed account of the incident: 

••Anioug the entries was the colt George S. Davis, 
owned jointly by the shortstop of the Chicago White 
Sox of tliat name aud T. O. Webber, h's aitthori 2 <-d 
agent. Some time ago IVebla-r boucht the iiorso 
Gambler from P. S. P. Kunilolpli of Philadelphia 
for a certain sum. lie paid something down and 
still oned Jfl.tStO. Last .\ugiist Itandolph .isked 
WeblxT to pay up, but the hitter, unable to do so. 
agreed to turn over the colt ticorge S. Davis to llie 
Philadel]>liian, with the nuderstanding that if on 
September 19 the money was not" pahl the horse 
xvould become the i>ermaneut iiroiierty of the origi- 
nal owner of Gambler. On that dale Wtblier was 
still unable to make good tiie $1,299, and tlic colt 
Geoige S. Davis was formally transferred to Ran- 
dolph aud tlie deal was oflicially registered xvill* 
the Jockey Clidi. But in s|,(t». of this fact George 
S. Davis started hi n race at Gravesend September 
2<i in the name of Geoi4kS. Davis, tlie ball player. 
He wa.'+ also simi1arl(^^nrred in the third rai’e 
Tuesday, but as .Mr. nV||ldph muit wor«i lo the 
stewards that he was the rightful owner of the 
coil, Webber was seut for and ofdered to scrafcli the 
colt forthwith. Webl>er said he had the money with 
him to pay his Indebtedness to Randolph, but the 
atewards, acting witiiln tine rules, wouhl not p<T- 
mU bim t»» start the c<»lt under the clreumstanees. 
Webltc-r Waat aWay aud proceeded to send the ••oil 
jMck to his stable at tlravesend, but be did i»d 
UUotatlj tscralvU, him. As Kuap(i had hecu en- 



gaged to ride several days ago and had mn<le the 
weight before tlie first r.uce, the colt was iiosletl as 
a starter in the Iwtting ring, the elubhonse aud on 
the official jockey board i^piwslte t!ie grandstand. 

“With George Davis as a starter, therefore, 
the layers made him a favorite .at 7 to ,5, with 
Dan Bulire second choice at S to .■>. Victoria B. at 
4, .Merrill at 10 and so tai. pile of money was 
wagered on Victoria B. by tlic western crowd, while 
tlie first two clioices were .generally neglected. No 
sooner was tJeorge S. Davis posted oil the jiK’key 
lK)ard oi)i»oslte the gruiulstaiid tliaii flie stewards in 
surprise sent word to the secretary's otfice Unit the 
colt should l»e scratched. Webber was there and 
promptly withdrew the colt, declaring that he ha.l 
forgotten all about the matter. Both horse and 
jwkey were therefore removed from the official 
bulletin boiirds and the word was quickly pas»'cd 
around the ring that he would not go to the j>ost. 
There was Instautaiieous turmoil. The bugle had 
sounded and the horses had left the i)addock. Be- 
lieving that there was no time to make a new book, 
ringmaster Cavanagh declared on the spur of the 
moment that all bets were off, and one of his men 
went the rounds of the ring with an anuouncc.mut 
to this effect. 

“But some of the bookmakers, members of the 
'.Mets.' de<-ide«I to offer a new set of prices, which 
uilded lo the confusion. These hiyers proceeded to 
make Dan Bulire tlie favorite at li lo ."i, wltli Vic- 
toria B. at 8 to 3 and Merrill at f lo 1. 

“Wlien tile race way run there was a giMKl-slzed 
row 111 the ring. Bookmaker Tyler :inil n>any of the 
non-memliers proceeded to refund all the money 
wagered on the race, wliile tliose who hail made a 
new book were in a iiiiumlary. in the midst of tlio 
wrangling, with an excitable croi.d clamoring for 
iiiforiiiiition, Caviiuagli nia<le the official aiiMotmct - 
incut himself that all lifts made liefore the colt 
tfcorge S. Davis was scratched were off, wiille all 
other wagers stood- I'avunagh declared that tills 
••outroversy could be easily settled by the sheets. 
It was a simple solution of the trouble, but some 
of the irresijousible layers took advantage of the 
perplexing situation to refuse to pay back money 
wagered Is'fore the scratching of the colt, while 
many persons who had backed Merrill, the winner, 
at 10 to 1, ctHild not understand why they should 
not receive the full value of their xvagers. But all 
such disputed lads that were not paid Tuesday were 
si'ttled the following day in accordance with the 
sheets. It has often lieen iKiinted out that an 'rim 
hand was iieedeil in the ring, but no reaj iiiithority 
lias ever lieen delegated to Cavanagh to act finally. 
In view of the tangle, however. Is may lie -said that 
in future Cavanagh's word will be law and that 
wlieii ho declares that a race must lie run w'lthoiit 
licttiiig there will be no getting around the order. 
If Cavauagh had been supreme Tiic.sday no second 
Isioks would have beeti ma>le on the race and there 
would have been no trouble, but the extierlenee has 
taught the bookmakers a le.ssou that will bring ex- 
cellent results hereafter. 

“The stewards, meanwhile, fined Webber $1(K) 
for not seratehiug (Jeorge S. Davis when ordered 
to do so in the first jilaee and then proceeded to 
investigate the race from top to bottom. There 
was a rtiuior that tieorge 8. Davis was allowed to 
be posted as a starter In order to get a price 
against Victoria 1!.; that certain uu.serupuloiis oiier- 
alors fixed up the whole thhig aud were foiled in 
tlieir uttemiit to skin the ring at the last mouieut. 
The whole uffaii' looked bad and if there is any truth 
ill the talk that prevailed all the rest of the after- 
niKMi as to the motives of the itersoiis said to lie 
liehind tlie deal it is hoped that the stevi'ards will 
act swiftly amt cffts-tively. 

“While the wrangle was under Way in the ring 
there were several iinpruui|itii si-raps which were 
•(uickly quelled by the I’iiikertoiis. A Wall street 
inau who had made a bet with liookniaker Hanson, 
when unable to get bis money bacl: under the Cav- 
anagh ruling, grablasl the. cashbox and rushed xvith 
it to tlie rliigiuiister to have the matter udiusted. 
liis action caused a wild scramble, with cries of 
‘stop thief,’ but when he explained his idea of 
taking the matter into his own hands he was 
allowed to go with the Informathai that the mixnp 
would be settled satisfactorily In due time. 

“ 'Some iKTsoiis have l.ielieved that fhev could 
iiin things in the ring to suit themselves.’ said a 
well-known oiierator, 'but you’ll see Cavanagh the 
absolute master of the situatiou in the future All 
bets on tlie race should have been declared off, as 
Cavanagh ruled in the first place, and no second 
Iwok/should have been ma>le. As the racing authori- 
ties do not recognize betting there was no chance 
for additioiial time to make a new book on the race, 
in accordance with tlie custom that prevails in the 
west. You can bet, however, that the trouble will 
not occur again.’ ”
